NEW YORK.—Thirteen GIs and 
one officer of the 7th Infantry 
Division made military and mo- 
tion picture history here last week 
at the world premiere of “Cease 
Fire,” a tense, moving film made 
during the recent fighting in Ko- 
rea. ’ 

Never before have combat in- 
fantrymen “acted” on the’ battle- 
front while actively engaged with 
the enemy, Never before has a 
film company shot a picture during 
actual shooting in a combat 
zone. 

The man chiefly responsible for 
“Cease Fire” is Owen Crump who, 
with the cooperation of the De- 
fense..Department, directed the 
film on the Korean battlefields. 
He also wrote the original ‘story. 

Crump, who set up and headed 
the Air Force motion picture unit 


in’ War II, shot documentaries | 


during the Battle of the Bulge 
in 1944; and has made hundreds 
of Air Force training films. He 
brought to this unusual “project 
of filming combat action in Korea 
20 years’ experience as a Holly- 
wood writer-producer-director. 
Because of his work in War N 
combat areas, Crump was well 
aware of the ugly ordeal. “dog- 
faces” undergo during battle.

WE HAVE built up quite a lot 
of experience of our own—in 
Greece and Turkey and Korea and 
a good many other places—in the 
instruction and development of 
friendly armies. We have not al- 
ways gone at the job carefully; we 
have made a good many mistakes, 
but on the whole the natural 
adaptability of the American offi- 
cer and soldier has brought us 
through with credit. The Republic 
of Korea army is an outstanding 
example. Even in Libya-~itself, the 
small guard force at our Tripoli 
air base shows that Americans 
have the knack of this business. 

Nevertheless, each ceuntry 
and each type of soldier pre- 
sents a different problem, and 
one which requires careful study 
before plunging ahead. Initial 
mistakes, when dealing with hu- 
man material, are hard to make 
up for later on. Many a promis- 

ing recruit in our own Army-has 
been ruined by mishandling in 
the first few weeks of service. 

Much worse can be the results 
of stupidity in dealing with sol- 
diers of other lands, who have a 
natural resentment of the fact 
that they have to be trained by 
foreigners for the all-too-obvious 
reason that their own country can- 
not provide qualified instructors. 

This is not always the fault of 
the country, or the government. 
It is just a necessity that arises 
from the fact that the enemy 
won’t wait for a people who have 
fallen behind in technical progress 
to catch up. Security is for now. 
Progress, educational and other- 
wise, may be a matter of years or 
generations. de a 

NEVERTMELESS, it is not 
pleasant to have to acknowledge 
that Maj. Jones or Sgt. Smith has 
to be called in from across the sea 
to teach one’s defenders how to 
handle a machine-gun or to direct 
the fire of an anti-aircraft batiery 
because nobody who lives here 
knows how.

117,087GIs 
Decorated 
in Korea 


WITH THE EIGHTH 
ARMY, Korea.—The Eighth 
Army Adjutant General an- 
nounced that 117,087 Ameri- 
can fighting men were deco- 
rated for service since the 
beginning of fighting in Ko- 
rea. More than 750,000 sol- 
diers served with Eighth 
Army through 37 months of 
combat. 

A revised report covering a pe- 
riod through Oct. 31 revealed that 
11,462 of these decorations were 
approved since the end of hos- 
tilities. 

The figure does not include 
Purple Heart awards and does 
not indicate the final number 
of men to be decorated. Rec- 
ommendations for awards for 
service during hostilities will 
continue te be considered for. 
several months. 

The most recent breakdown of 
decorations to Eighth Army per- 
sonnel follows: 

Medal of Honor, 65 (U. S. Army 
personnel only); Distinguished 
Service Cross, 716; Distinguished 
Service Medal, 70; Silver Star, 11,- 
317; Legion of Merit, 1230; Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, 737; Sol- 
dier’s Medal, 588; Bronze Star 
Medal (Vaior), 22,273; Bronze Star

ITH STILL another study of commissaries — those in 

large cities—underway, it is too scon to relax vigilance. 

The survival of commissaries can never be taken for granted 
so long as powerful groups are determined to close them. 


Nevertheless, it is heartening to see that the survey of 
commissaries conducted by the services under the criteria 
jaid down in the current Defense Appropriation Act means 
only the closing of «ne Navy commissary and the net loss 
of one commissary by the Army. 


This, as we said last summer, is about the minimum toll 
which could be taken if the services were to avoid displeasure 
of Congress. 


Now, Defense is able to tell Congress that, under strin- 
gent rules, all service commissaries—with the exception of 
Brooklyn Naval Receiving Station and two Army stores— 
have proved their right to exist. 


And the services’ hand is being reinforced by the very 
emphatic expressions of opinion Congress has received as a 
result of its action. If the legislators did not know last sum- 


mer how important these stores were to service personnel, 


they know it now! 


The only immediate danger is that the resurvey of those 
commissaries in large cities may result in more closings. But 
as we understand it, this resurvey by Assistant Secretary 
Hannah’s office is merely to insure that Defense will not be 
left holding the bag.:f Congress questions some of the individ- 
ual service figures. If the individial surveys were correct— 
and there is no reason to believe they were not—Defense’s 
resurvey presents no danger. 


For we think top Defense officials, as well as Congress, 
have now learned things about the importance of commis- 
saries which they did not know before.

proper medical care regardless of where he is stationed is a 
“fringe benefit” of even more importance than the commis- 
sary. 


This dependents’ care bill is to be coupled with another 
bill providing for scholarships for students of medicine, den- 
tistry and nursing as a means of obtaining more Regulars in 
these professions. 


The two should make possible that two-edged approach 
to dependents’ medical care which we urged long ago: 


First, service hospital and medical system adequate to 
meet combat demands and care for the personnel of a normal 
peacetime establishment and their dependents. 


Second, a system of medical care for dependents off sta- 
tion which allows them free choice of doctors when military 
medicine is not available. 


The plan to reimburse dependents for medical expenses 
incurred is nothing new or revolutionary. It is no gift to 
service personnel of .comething denied to those not in uni- 
form Millions of civ‘lians are covered by low-cost hospitaliza- 
tion and medical care ylans; and for many the cost is paid by 
their employer. The employer finances these plans for his 
employees and their families simply because he has discovered 
that it is good business for him to do so. 


It is even better business for government to provide this 
care, for if medical care is not furnished at public expense 
this way, it will be furnished for many. of the recipients 
through tax-supported charity or in government institutions. 


The American Medical Association, Dr. .Casberg has 
stated, is not in full agreement on details of the medical] care 
program. It is difficult for us to see what their objections 
can possibly be. If their objection has been to the drafting 
of dectors'in order to treat dependents who could have been 
treated in their civilian facilities, the Defense plan answers it. 
If their objectioh stems from vague fears of “socialized medi- 
cine,” be sure that the provision of government medical fa- 
cilities to treat all dependents—the only real alternative to 
the Defense plan—is a much greater step in that direction. 

We see no difference at all between the government’s pay- 
ing a doctor bill, and a private employer or a group hospital- 
ization group’s doing so. 
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Ly. mutterings 
about recent actions by As- 
sistant Defense Secretary John A. 
Hannah are being heard in the 
Pentagon. Some are beginning to 
doubt that he is going to act quite 
as boldly as he has talked in 
standing up for the services.

Mr. Champion, who never makes 
an error (he never admitted one, 
anyway), had the following com- 
ment to make.

Avoid 
underexposure and too great a 
contrast between light and shadow, 
and above all, fill the negative— 
in fact, fill lots of negatives so 
you'll have plenty of miaterial to 
work on through the winter 
months.

WITH X CORPS GROUP, Ko- 
rea—Col. Robert K. McDonough, 
X Corps Group Engineer, outlined 
the road winterization program for 
X Corps Group.

“It wouldn’t be wise.in the win- 
ter,” McDonough -said, “a frozen 


_| road with a high crown would be 


slippery and dangerous. We send 
the. graders out to cut down the 
crown. On cliff-side roads we slant 
the roads in toward the mountain, 
so that. a: skid will result in a 
banged-up fender at worst, rather 
than skidding off the mountain.” 
Ninety-six thousand pounds of 
calcium chloride are scheduled to 
be spread each month over X Corps 
Group main supply routes. The 
chemical is both a dust pallative 
and serves as an anti-freeze when 
put in ‘with the emergency anti- 
skid materials—8000 piles of sand 
and gravel—placed at regular in- 
tervals along the roads. 
“Maintaining main supply routes 
is a never-ending job,”” McDonough 
concluded. “If it’s not cloudbursts 
and washouts in the summer, it’s 
freeze-ups and icy curves in the 
winter. But, surprisingly, our acci- 
dents due to road conditions aren’t 
a bit higher here than they are on 
comparable roads in the States.”

“MR. SECRETARY’ 


Armstrong Found Capital 
Too Hot For His Comfort 


This is another in a series of 
short articles on the Secretaries 
of War and Army. 


By MAURICE 8S. WHITE 

In the midst of the War of 1812, 
on Jan. 13, 1813, President Madi- 
son replaced Secretary of War Wil- 
liam Eustis (see article in Army 
Times, Oct. 31) with John Arm- 
strong: The nomination was 
strongly won by a narrow margin. 

Armstrong’s career had been a 
distinguished one. Born in Carlisle, 
Pa., in 1758, he was educated at 
Princeton, ‘but left college to fight 
with Gen. Mercer. Later he served 
on the staff of Gen. Gates. 

As a major he was the author 
of the famous “Newburgh Letters,” 
which set forth the grievances of 
the officers and called for a meet- 
ing. To the surprise of all, George 
Washington appeared at the gath- 
ering, addressed the men, the de- 
fiant “letters” were rejected, and 
all declared their full loyalty and 
patriotism. 

After the Revolution, Armstrong 
served in the Senate, then went 
as minister to France, where he 
remained. six years. 

As secretary of War, he divided 
the nation into nine military dis- 
tricts. With President Madison he 
petitioned Congress to increase 
the 11,000-man Army to 100,000 
by conscription—but Congress let 
them down. Greatly excited about 
the dillydallying of the generals, 
he moved his headquarters north | 
to Lake Ontario, to direct a cam- 
paign against Montreal. The old 
soldier in him got the upper hand | 
over his judgment. 

He set up at Sackets Harbor, 
N. Y., and personally directed the 
Canadian campaign. Gens. Wilkin- | 
son and Hampton, who disliked 
each other, both failed to carry out

ARMSTRONG’S second error 
Was an utter lack of preparation 
for the defense of Washington. His 
excuse was that to defend the city 
properly would bankrupt the 
‘Treasury. The British marched in, 
the President and most of the 
eabinet fied to Virginia, but Arm-

Pierson acquired the strap when 
he purchased a converted Army 
30-06 Springfield rifle on the ci- 
vilian market over eight years ago. 
Since then, every time an M-1l 
rifle was issued to the sergeant, he 
removed the web strap and put on 
his trusty old leather strap, com- 
plete with brass frogs. 

“The added comfort a leather 
strap gives my shoulder far out- 
weighs the extra time I spent pol- 
ishing the brass frogs and the 
leather,” said Pierson. “Besides, 
the web strap requires frequent 
washings, so I think I come out 
even in the long run.” 

Though agreeing with the Army 
that the web strap is far easier to 
adjust and cheaper to produce, 
Pierson still sticks to the old 
Springfield harness.

Ist Armd. Uses 
Military Stakes 
Test For NCOs 


FORT HOOD, Tex.—The mili- 
tary stakes system is now being 
used to test Students of the Ist 
Armd. Div. NCO Aeademy. The 
first group to*take the test was 
NCO Class 33, which went through 
the stakes course in less than one 
hour recently. 

The course is made up of tables 
placed at -intervals of 25 yards. 
These tables, numbered from one 
to 15; form a huge circle measur- 
ing several hundred yards. Stu- 
dents are divided into groups of 
three. before the test begins and 
each group is sent to a point. 

A whistle blown by the time- 
keeper signals the beginning of 
time allowance on each question. 
Then the student has one minute 
to read the question on the table, 
select an answer from four pos- 
sible choices, and mark his answer 
on the board. 

Cadremen aSsigned to the point 
check each student’s answer at the 
end of the time period and mark 
credit for the amswer on a score 
card which the instructor carries. 
Another: whistle, one minute later, 
sends the students dashing for the 
next point and another question. 
This continues until the student 
has been tested at all 15 points. 

In this Way more than 100 men 
can be tested within an hour and 
an estimate made of their knowl- 
edge gained in the course. 

Officials believe that ensuing 
NCO classes will be able to refresh 
their knowledge by running the 
stakes course, and at the same 
time a yardstick will be afforded 
by which the instructor can judge 
the effectiveness of his teaching 
technique.
